If I 
take the liberty of assailing the Administra- 
tion, or an officer of the Government for 
violating the Constitution of my couotry, 
innuendoes are constantly thrown out bv 
Senators on the other side about loyalty and 
g j patriotism; and references have been made 
_ I to my late colleague. If gentlemen on that 
"jside of the Chamber desire to make the im- 
pression that I am not loyal to the Gnvern- 
ment which I am serving, I wish they would 
say so plainly, and not attempt by innuendo 
and bint to convey the idea. If they say it 
directly, I will meet it in such a m inner as 
will prevent any debate in this Chamber up- 
on that subjec. That is all I have to say on 
that point. I desire Senators to meat my 
arguments. I indulge in no personalities, 
no innuendoes, no bints to weaken the force 
of the argument of any Senator, I do not 
think it is legitimate id debate, or in ac- 
cordance with parliamentary courtesy. I 
think it ill becomes this place. I have 
averred that the President of the United 
States and his Cabinet ministers have vio- 
lated the Constitution of my country. I have 
instanced the cases in which they have done 
It is legitimate for the friends of the 



these difficulties by peaceful means-. I am 



opjjosed to this rampant war spirit which 
thwarted the efforts of those who were for 
compromise and adjustment upon a bafis 
which would have been just to all sections 
of the country; which would have satisfied 
the southern people, Mho are now in revolt, 
and would not have taken from the north- 
ern Stales any of their rights — civil, religi- 
ous, or political, I think the two sections 
should have met in a spirit of compromise, 
and adjusted their difficulties; and I believe 
that ere long the whore conntry will be of 
my opinion.

Then, sir, 'the President issued a remark- 
able proclamation two days after that, on the 
24th of September. I regard the first as a 
proposition to free slave negroes, and the last 
as a proposition to enslave white men, be- 
cause it suspends the writ of habeas corpus 
throughout the whole country. I will read 
a part of the proclamation, because I do not 
wish to misrepresent the Executive, of whom 
I desire to speak with respect; but while I do 
that, I wish in plain and unmistakable laogu 
age, no innuendo or hint about i*., to point 
out to the Senate the provisions of the Con- 
stitution which I think have been violated 
by him. The proclamation of the 24th of 
September undertakes to order: 

"1. That during the existing insurrection, 
and as a necessary measure for suppressing

Mr. Powell. Secresy, Mr. President, 
might well become the cabinet of a tyrant, 
but it ill becomes the cabinet of a free, con- 
stitutional Government. I fear, from the 
tenor of the speech of the Senator from 
Maine, [Mr. Morrill.] that my criticism a 
few days ago upon the acts of the Adminis- 
tration may injure the the cause of two citi- 
zens of Delaware.

the truth is, neither of as is in error. The 
Senator himself errs. Judge Curtis says: 

"What, then, are those limits? They are 
these: there is military law; there is martial 
law. Military law is that system of laws 
enacted by the legislative power for the 
government of the Army and Navy of the 
United States, and of the militia, when called 
into the actual service of the United States. 
It has no control whatever over any person 
or any property of any citizen. It could not 
even apply to the teamsters of an army, save 
by force of the express previsions of the laws 
of Congress, making such persons amenable 
thereto. The persons and tho property of 
private citizens of the United States are as 
absolutely exempted from the control of 
military law as they are exempted from'the 
control of the laws of Great'Britain." 

And yet the President says Be will try 
citizens by a military commission for cer- 
tain offenses. Judge Curtis goes on further 
to say in this article: 

"But there is also martial law. What is 
this? It is the will of a military commander, 
operating, without any restraint, save his own 
judgment, upon the lives, upon the property, 
upon the entire social and individual condi- 
tion of all over whom the law extends. But, 
under the Constitution of the United States, 
over whem does such law extend? 

"Will any one be bold enough to Say, in 
view of the history of our ancestors and our- 
selves, that the President of the United 
States can extend such law as that over the 
entire country, or over any defined geo- 
graphical part thereof, save in connection 
with some particular military operations 
which he is carrying on there? Since 
Charles I lost his head, there has been no 
king in England who could make such law 
in that realm. And where is there to be 
found, in our history, or our constitutions, 
either State or national, any warrant for say- 
ing that a President of the United States has 
been empowered by the Constitution to ex- 
tend martial law over the whole country, 
and to subject thereby to his military power 
every right of every citizen? He has no 
such authority." 

That is the language of Judge Curtis. He 
thinks that nobody will be so bold as to take 
a position of that kind. He was not aware 
of the valor and boldness of the Senator from 
Maine, or of course he would not have said 
it. He says further in reference to these two 
proclamations: 

"It is manifest that in proclaiming these 
•diets, the President is not acting under the

I re- 
gird that as a gross violation of the Const- 
tntion, because I hold that the habeas corpus 
cau only be suspended by legislative act; 
but upon that point I know there is contra- 
riety of opinion. The President, through 
his Minister of War, through his Secretary 
of State through his pr wost m irshtls, and 
1 through his military comm»nders of posts 
1 throughout the length and hre» lth of this 
; land, has made arrssts of citizens and im- 
prisoned them, which certainly is contrary 
to the Constitution and laws of the country, 
there b-ing vested in that offi ;er no power 
to m -ke an arrest. While trio Senator was 
reading my speech, I wish he hal read the 
question which I propounded to the Senate, 
and answered it, and undertaken, at least, to 
show the constitutional authority by which 
the President or his Cabinet Ministers, or 
any of his military officials, by his authority, 
can make an arrest of a citizen.

only failed to do, but has by these arbitrary 
arrests violated the plainest provisions of 
the Constitution. 

The Constitution of your country secures 
freedom of speech and the liberty of the 
press. That is a plain constitutional provi- 



what does the Constitution say? I will 
read it: 

"No person shall be held to answer for a 
capital or otherwise infamous crime, unless 
on a prMontm.nl or indictment of a grand 
jury, except in cases arising in the land or 
naval forces, or in the militia, when in actual 
service in time of war or public danger; nor 
shall any person be subject for the same of- 
fense to bn twice put in jeopardy of life or 
limb; nor shall be compelled in any criminal 
case to be a witness against himself; nor be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property, with- 
out due process of law; nor shall private pro- 
perty be taken for public use without just 
compensation." 

That is the fifth article of the amend- 
ments to the Constitution. It tells you how 
every man shall be tried, except one who is 



in the land or nava! service; and yet the 
President of the United States, in plain vio- 
lation of that provision of the Constitution, 
has issued a proclamation declaring that he 
will try civilians, persons in no way connect- 
ed with the Army, by military commission. 
I* not that plainly violative of this clause of 
the Constitution? There can be no doubt 
about it. The Constitution is the same in 
peace and in war; the constitutional rights 
of the citizen, the guarantees of the Consti- 
tution that protect him in his life, liberty, 
and property are not enlarged, limited, or 
suspended in time of war, they remain in 
full force and effect. 

The Senator from Maine says all this is 
done under the war p.awer, and that the war 
power is not what I indicated that it was. — 
He resorts again to that old plea of tyrants, 



military law extends only over the persons 
actually enlisted in the military service; and 
second! becaasa these persons are governed 
by laws enacted by the legislative power. — 
It is equally manifest that he is not acting 
under that implied authority which grows 
out of particular actual military operations; 
for these executive decrees do not spring 
from the special emergencies of any particu- 
lar military operations, and are not limited 
to any field in which any such operations 
are carried on. 

"Whence, then, do these edicts spring? — 
They spring from the assumed power to ex- 
tend martial law over the whole territory of 
the United States; a power, for the exercise 
of which by the President there is no war- 
rant whatever in the Constitution; a power 
which no tree people could confer npon an 
executive officer, and remain a free people. 
For it would make him the absolute master 
of their lives, their liberties, and their pro- 
perty, with power to delegate his master 
ship to such satraps as he might select, or as 
might be imposed on his credulity or his 
fears. Amid the great dangers which en- 
compass us; in our struggles to encounter 
them; in our natural eagerness to lay holdof 
effluent means to accomplish our vast labors, 
let us beware how we borrow weapons from 
the armory of arbitrary power. They can- 
not be wielded by the hands of a free peo- 
ple. Their blows will finally fall upon 
themselves." 

Wisely and well said. 
"Distracted councils, divided strength, are 
the very earliest effects of an attempt to use 
them. What lies beyond, no patriot is now 
willing to attempt to look upon. 

"A leading and influential newspaper, 
while expressing entire devotion to the Pres- 
ident, and approbation of his proclamation 
of emancipation, says: 'The Democrats talk 
about "unconstitutional acts." Nobody pre- 
tends that this act is constitutional, and no-

Mr. President, I had hoped that I should 
Jiot be again broaght into this debate, for 
two days ago I said more on the subjedt 
than I had intended to say. I made no 
preparation for argument. When I came 
here W-day, I did not expect to speak on 
the resolution any more, and I would 'not 
have done so bat for the extraordinary 
peech of the Senator from Maine. 

The Senator from Massachusetts [Mr* 
Wilson] the other day, in reply to the few 
remarks of mine to which the Senator from, 
Maine has alluded to-day, said that it was 
not these arrests that had had influence up- 
on the elections in the North. He intimated 
that the Republicans bad come out moat 
gloriously as the party of the Constitution 
and the Union. With great deference to 
the opinion of that Senator, I do not think 
that with thejexhibit I have made to-day, 
they can lay claim to being the party of the 
Constitution, for I think they have violated 
it in almost every vital part. The Senator 
says that the Demecracy gained this victory 
because the Republicans were away in the 
Array. I ara not accurately informed as \o 
what proportion of the soldiers eomiog from 
those respective States were Democrats and 
Republicans, and consequently I cannot dis- 
tinctly and specifically 9tate the compara- 
tive numbers of the two parties, hut I da 
know that Democratic members of Ceigraaa 
who have been elected in Indiaaa aid ia 
Illinois and in Ohio have told me that if the 
soldiers had been at home, their majorities 
would have been very greatly increased.— 
That, however, only proves one fact, that 
they and the Senator from Massachusetts 
differ. As I stated, I am not informed of 
the political complexion of the Army, and 
consequently can state nothing about it, bat 
I know that members of Congress who have 
recently gone through the ordeal of a tri- 
umphant canvass have told me that they 
wished the soldiers were at home, for then 
their vote would have been very largely in- 
creased. That is the opinion of the west- 
ern Democracy. I have heard no expres- 
sion of opinion as to the effect in Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, and New Tork. but as 
to Ohio, Indiana, and. Illinois, I have beard 
this statement from more than one member 
of Congress. 

Sir, whilst I did not pretend to Intimate 
that these illegal arrests were the soleeause 
of the defeat of the Republicans in those 
States, I did regard it as one striking issue 
in the canvass. It was certainly ae in Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, and New York. I regard it, hew- 
ever, as but one of the prominent issues.—' 
1 know there were were many others, and 
now I will state candidly to the Senator 
from Massachusetts the issues that I think 
were presented, and the reasons why the 
Democratic party succeeded in the late elec- 
tions. I believe that the people through- 
out the whole Union — North, West and 
South — scrutinizing the action ef the Re- 
publican party since it came into power, has 
come to the conclusion that it is radically 
disregardful of the Constitution ef the coun- 
try and of the liberties of the people. They* 
objected to these illegal arrests. They wero 
appalled when the President issued his 
emancipation proclamation. Their alarm 
was scill further increased when the last 
proclamation was issued, undertaking te sus- 
pend the writ of habeas eotput, and te au- 
thorize the trial by courts-martial and mili- 
tary commissions of persons not in the land 
or naval service.

Take 
the reports which have gone out from this 
Congress, and perhaps there neYet was ex- 
hibited in the history of the world mere 
flagrant and outrageous plunder and fraud bn 
the public revenues than those reports attest. 
These were the causes upon whisk the 
Democracy, so far as it was able te under- 
stand, arraigned the Administratioa ia the 
late canvass in the States to which I have re' 
ferred; and I was not an inattentive ohserver 
of those issues. 

I have thus briefly alluded to the issues 
that I understood to be affirmed, and upon

Notwith- 
standing all these difficulties the Democracy 
entered the lists as bold and fearless champ- 
ions of constitutional and civil liberty. I 
remember that during tb a last session, when 
few individuals had a Demooratifl meeting 
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here and sent forth an address to the people, 
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Ta» DieutuoeiaTS.— Mr. Vallandlgharo 
offered in Congress a few weeks ago, resolu- 
i s that the Union must be preserved lu- 
diviaible; that persons advising peace on any 
*tber terras should be held guilty of a high 
crime; that the Government can never pei- 
mit foreign intervention; that the war is 
waged in no spirit of oppression, bnt for the 
equal rights of the States and the mainten- 
ance of the Union; that the revolutionary 
scheme of extinguishing State laws and 
.turning States back to territories should not 
4)« tolerated, that a dictatorship should be 
Fpnrned, and that the preservation of the 
Constitution, the Union and the liberties of 
4ho -people should be the object kept in 
View. These resolutions were voted down 
yj the House, by a vote of 76 Abolitionists 
against 60 Democrats in their favor. Where 
is the boasted Unionism of the Abo'.i- 
reflect upon it.

They look for a newer 
day when all shall be theirs, and when, 
holding the keys of power, they shall un- 
lock the gates that le*d to wealth and ease. 
Under tho old Union this cannot be done. 
They must seek it in o a fractioujof the Union. 
They are rebels and "traitors to the Union 
and the Constitution. Of course, Mr. Lin- 
coln can do r. othit.g wben cramped by such 
men. Ho must have a new Congress and 
better advisers. Ia the meanwhile— the 
sword.

in Seven States Declared Free 
WasbtwgTow, January 1, 1863. 
I, tbe President of tbe United States of 
America, whereas on the 22d di»y of Sep- 
tember, in the year of our Lord, 1862, a 
proclamation was issued by the President of 
tbe United States, containing among other 
things the following to wit: "Tbat on the 
1st day of January, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, 
(1863.) all persons held as slaves within any 
State, or designated part of a State, if the 
people thereof shall there be in rebellion 
against the United States, shall be then, 
henceforth and forever free, and the Exec- 
utive Government of the United States, In- 
cluding the military and naval authority 
thereof, will recognize and maintain the free- 
dom of such persons, and will do no act or 
acts to repress such persons, or any of them, 
in any effort they may make for their actu- 
al freedom. 

' That the Executive will on the first day 
of January aforesaid, issne^a proclamation, 
designating the States and parts of States, 
if any in which the people theu, respective- 
ly, shall then be in rebellion agaiost tbe 
United States, and the fact tbat any State, 
or the people thereof, shall, on that day, be 
in good faith represented in the Congress of 
the United States by members chosen there- 
to, at elections where majority of the qual- 
ified voters of such States shall have partic- 
ipated, shall, in tbe absence of strong coun- 
tervailing testimony be deemed eooclusive 
evidenco that such State and the people 
thereof are not in the Rebellion against tbe 
United S'ates; "now, therefore. 1 Abraham 
Lincoln. President of the United States, by 
virtue of the power in me vested as com- 
mander-in-cbief of the army and navy in 
time of actual armed Rebellion against the 
authority of the Government of tbe United 
States, and us a fit and necessary war mea- 
sure for suppressing said Rebellion, do, on 
tbis, ihe 1st day of January, in tbe year of 
our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and 
[sixty three, and in accordance with my pur- 
| pose so to do, publicly proclaimed for tbe 
full period of one hundred days from the 
date of the above first mentioned order, and 
designated as tbe States and parts of States 
wherein the people thereof respectively are 
this day in rebellion against tbe United 
States tbe following to wit: 

"Arkansas, Texas, Louisiaoa, except the 
parishes of La Bernard, Plaquemines, Jef 
ferson. St. John, St. Charles, St. James, 
Ascension. Assumption, Terre Bonno, La 
Fouche. St. Martin and Orleans, includin 
the city of New Orleans. Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, South Carolina, 
North Carolina and Virginia except the 48 
counties designated as Western Va; and 
aleo, tbe counties of Berkley, Accoinac, 
Northampton, Elizabeth City, York, Prin- 
cess Anne and Norfolk, including the city 
of Norfolk and Portsmouth, which except- 
ed parts are for the present left precisely as 
■ if this proclamation were not issued; and by 
I virtue of the power, and for the purpose 
| aforesaid, I do order and declare tbat all par- 
sons held as slaves within. the designated
